A delegation of about 25 business 


men representing the boards o£ trade 
of Lowell, Lawrence, liaverhill, Salem 
and Nashua and Manchester, N. H., 
held,a conference with Pres. Lucius 
Tuttle of the Boston & Maine railroad, 
at the latter's oHJce in the North sta- 
tion, Boston, yesterday 
relative 
to 


freight transportation in the cities of 
the IMerrimack Valley. 


President Tuttlo after hearing their 
grievance explained present conditions 
and stated that the best way to rem- 
edy defects in the system was by per- 
sonal and ' individual solicitation to 
him alone and not through a delega- 
tion offering generalities rather than 
dates and facts. Pres. Tuttle also stat- 
ed that the road was at 
the present 


time enlarging its freight facilities at 
the Boston yards by the erection of a 
new freight hou.se for the 
sole han- 


dling of southern division freight. Pie 
assured the delegation that their com- 
plaints would be taken up at once and 
remedied in so far as they lay in the 
power of the road to do so. 


He also promised the Lowell delega- 


tion that lie would personally look into 
the matter of replacing the Western 
avenue and Thorndike street 
freight 


houses with one large freight centre 
for the handling of local tralTic.
